Althou g h Nix on’s health was cited in 
a defendant’s requ est for delay which 
Sirica tu rned down on Friday , the 
issu e is ex pected to come u p ag ain 
before the trial beg ins Oct. 1. 
Within a few hou rs after Sirica 
tu rned down a requ est for a 60-90 day 
delay from former White Hou se aide 
John D. Ehrlichman, it was annou nced 
that Nix on wou ld enter the Memorial 
Hospital Medical Center at Ix >ng 
Beach, Calif., on Monday . 
The former President is to u nderg o 
treatm ent of a recu rring blood v ein 
disease called phlebitis. 
Before Sirica’s ru ling on Friday , 
Special Waterg ate Prosecu tor I^eon 
Jaworski u rg ed the ju dg e to condu ct 
his own immediate inqu iry into the 
President’s health.

Hurrica ne To ll 8.000 


TEGUCIGALPA, Hondu ras (AP) — 
An estimated 7 ,000 to 8,000 Hondu rans 
hav e died in floods and landslides 
cau sed by Hu rricane Fifi, the Hon­ 
du ran National Em erg ency Com­ 
mittee said today , 
“ Rescu e brig ades and radio hams 
confirm that in the town of Choloma 
alone there are between 3,000 and 4,000 
dead,’’ Col. Edu ardo Andino, coor­ 
dinator of the emerg ency committee, 
said in a telephone interv iew. 
‘Du ring the first reconnaissance 
flig ht we made today in air force 
planes we saw hu ndreds of bodies 
floating on the waters.” 
“In many places where there had 
been townships there is now nothing , 
only water,” Andino said. 
Andino said “ destru ction was 
tremendou s” in towns and ports on the 
Atlantic coast where Hu rricane Fifi 
stru ck on Thu rsday with su stained 
winds of 110 miles per hou r and g u sts 
to 140 m.p.h. 
In Pu erto Cortes, Tela, I ¿a Ceiba, 
Tru jillo and Castilla only stru ctu res

escaped 
destru ction, Andino said. “ Ev ery thing 
else is cov ered by water.” 
He said air rescu e missions from 
N icarag u a 
and 
neig hboring 
Gu atemala were made impossible by 
bad weather, and missions by land and 
water were ex tremely difficu lt. 
He estimated there were 100,000 
persons stranded, “some in nearby 
hills, some on the roofs of their homes, 
and still others in trees .... Bu t there 
are many roofless hou ses, and people 
hav e been balancing on the tops of 
walls for three day s ....” he said. 
There were reports from San Pedro 
de Su la, the second larg est Hondu ran 
city , that au thorities there had ordered 
bodies bu rned to prev ent an epidemic. 
In Omoa, abou t 38 miles north of 
Choloma on the coast, 100 persons 
were killed and “there will probably be 
more deaths there,” Andino said. 
Abou t 80 miles east of the San Pedro 
area, in the port of La Ceiba, Andino 
confirmed that rescu e workers had 
fou nd 61 bodies. The city , with a pop­ 
u lation of 53,000 and in the center of an 
ag ricu ltu ral and banana-produ cing 
area, also remained isolated, Andino 
said. 
Radio San Pedro reported thou sands 
homeless and the destru ction of crops 
and v illag es.

Chesek said he wou ld classify the 
antifreeze su pply “as a tig ht market 
with spot shortag es." The company 
sells its Peak Grand antifreeze and 
coolant for $2.28 a g allon plu s freig ht. 


A spokesman for the Dow Chemical 
Co., which markets the second-larg est 
selling brand, Dowg ard, said “We esti­ 
mate there will be enou g h for in­ 
div idu al car owners. There may not be 
enou g h for some indu strial u sers.” 


Dowg ard sells for $2.52 a g allon in 
tru ckload qu antities, the company 
said, u p from $1.55 a y ear ag o. 


“ We’re concerned abou t panic 
bu y ing ” as a resu lt of shortag e 
ru mors, the spokesman said. “We’re 
making a special effort to make as 
mu ch au to antifreeze as we can.” 
One reason for possible spot short­ 
ag es is that the companies had little 
inv entory with winter nearing and are 
shipping what they make directly to 
market.

processing and were discharg ed from 
the Army abou t midnig ht Friday , a 
Pentag on spokesman said. 
The spokesman said the fou r were 
the same men who arriv ed at Ft. 
Benjamin Harrison, Ind., on Sept. 19. 
He declined to g iv e their names bu t 
said all fou r were in the Army before 
deserting . 
Each man receiv ed an u ndesirable 
discharg e, the spokesman said. He 
said that after rev iew of their records 
and additional information which they 
prov ided the fou r were g iv en terms of 
alternativ e serv ice of 12, 20, 21 and 24 
months. 
Meanwhile, some of the men who 
qu alify for the conditional amnesty 
prog ram said they are hesitant to 
apply becau se they hav e established 
new liv es ou tside the United States or 
feel they do not owe the cou ntry two 
y ears of serv ice. 
“ I feel I hav e already serv ed my 
cou ntry by refu sing an immoral war,’ 
said Ed Fitzg erald, who deserted 
Army basic training at Ft. Brag g , 
N.C., in 1969 and has been liv ing in 
Sweden. 
Fitzg erald said he plans to retu rn to 
the States and to apply for clemency , 
bu t “I’m g oing back with a g u n at my 
back.” 
Dav id Jensen, 28, a draft ev ader now 


liv ing in Winnipeg , Man., said he 
believ es most of the men who fled to 
Canada to av oid military serv ice will 
not want to g iv e u p their new liv es. 
“I’m pretty su re the man on the 
street is not aware that most in­ 
div idu al draft resisters are well 
established in the middle class,” said 
Jensen, formerly of Farg o, N.D. “It 
wou ld be an impossible situ ation to 
chu ck it all and g o down to the U.S. in 
90 day s.” 
The last of 122 men elig ible for 30- 
day paroles u nder the prog ram were 
released from FT. Leav enworth, Kan., 
on Friday and 14 deserters were being 
processed at Ft. Benjamin Harrison, 
Ind. 
The primary military processing 
center for deserters will mov e from 
Harrison to Camp Atterbu ry , Ind., on 
Monday , and officials said they ex pect 
to process u p to 150 men a day at the 
former World War II and Korean War 
training center. 
James Rolph, 25, su rrendered at 
Harrison on Friday and called his 
mother in Fort Thomas, Ky ., af­ 
terwards. 
“James said they are not being 
mistreated, bu t ev ery body is ig noring 
them ,” said Mrs. Grace Rolph, 47 . “He 
said the officials there are shielding 
them from any bad pu blicity -”

WASHINGTON (AP) — While car- 
hu nters scanned g ov ernm ent fu el 
economy rating s of the 197 5 models 
today , the fou r major 
U.S. au to 
makers made the best of it, scoring 
points off each other and ig noring the 
foreig n cars that beat them all. 
In the official test resu lts issu ed on 
Friday 
by 
the 
Env ironm ental 
Protection Ag ency , small cars by 
Datsu n, Volkswag en and Mercedes- 
Benz held the top dozen places, u n­ 
matched by any U.S. model in either 
city or hig hway driv ing . 
Best in both categ ories was the 
Datsu n B-210, deliv ering 27 miles per 
g allon in the EPA lab test simu lating 
city driv ing and 39 miles per g allon in 
simu lated hig hway driv ing . 
Close behind were two VW entries, 
the Rabbit and the Scirocco, both with 
24 in the city and 38 on the road, and 


the Mercedes 240-D and 300-D, both at 
24 and 31. 


The first U.S. manu factu rer to show 
u p on the list was General Motors, 
g rabbing off the 13th throu g h 17 th 
positions with the Chev rolet Veg a at 22 
and 29 miles per g allon; Pontiac Astro, 
22 and 29; Chev rolet Veg a Kammback, 
21 and 29; Pontiac Astro Wag on, 21 and 
29; and Chev rolet Monza, 21 and 29. 


In D etroit, GM v ice president 
Howard H. Kehrl ex pressed pleasu re 
that the g ov ernment tests confirmed 
fu el economy improv ements and an 
efficient antipollu tion sy stem resu lting 
from “ an intensiv e dev elopment 
prog ram at GM.” 
GM’s closest U.S. riv al in the g as- 
g u zzlers’ derby was American Motors’ 
Gremlin, placing 23rd on the list at 21 
and 30 miles per g allon. 


In their worst fu el economy per­ 
formances, GM and AMC ran neck- 
and-neck; both GM’s Bu ick Electra 
and AMC’s Matador Wag on deliv ered 
11 miles per g allon in EPA’s city test 
and 15 on the imag inary hig hway . 


Still, in both their best and their 
worst, they ou tdid Chry sler and Ford. 
An 
AMC 
spokesm an 
prou dly 
claimed the EPA tests “clearly point 
to the su perior fu el economy of 
American Motors cars, and the fact 
that the Gremlin was rated best among 
U.S.-bu ilt cars for hig hway driv ing .” 


Chry sler’s best performance was by 
its Ply mou th Valiant and Du ster, 
deliv ering 18 miles per g allon in 
simu lated city driv ing , the same as 
Ford’s best entry , the Pinto. 
Bu t the Pinto g ot 26 miles per g allon 
in simu lated hig hway driv ing , while 


the Valiant and Du ster g ot only 23. 
Still, Chry sler fou nd a silv er lining in 
EPA’s comparison of g eneral com- 
pany wide fu el economy , taking into 
accou nt the ex pected sales of all 
makes and models. 


Chry sler’s sales-weig hted av erag e, 
estimated at 13.6 miles per g allon, 
edg ed ou t General Motors’ 13.5 and 
beat Ford’s 11.5, allowing a Chry sler 
spokesman to claim that his com­ 
pany ’s cars “prov ide better av erag e 
fu el economy than those of ou r two 
larg est competitors.” 


The Big Three were all su rpassed, 
howev er, by their sm allest U.S. 
competitor, American Motors, whose 
sales-weig hted av erag e was 16.9 miles 
per g allon. 
The sales-weig hted av erag e means 
little to a cu stomer shopping for only 


one car that g ets g ood mileag e. 
Bu t a low sales-weig hted av erag e 
may mean the company ex pects to sell 
a lot of big , fu el-g u lping cars along 
with its economy models. 


Thu s, Ford’s low av erag e 
was 
matched by a larg e nu mber of Ford 
models at the v ery end of EPA’s list. 


AMC’s lowest fu el economy was a 
Matador Wag on g etting 11 and 15 miles 
per g allon; GM’s lowest was a Bu ick 
Electra, also 11 and 15; and Chry sler 
Wag on sig ned off at 10 and 15 miles per 
g allon. 
Ford finished off the EPA list with 
eig ht models showing 10 and 15 miles 
per g allon, six at 10 and 14, and two — 
the Ford wag on and the Lincoln 
Mercu ry wag on — bring ing u p the rear 
at nine miles per g allon in the city and 
14 on the hig hway .

Agriculture 
Attic Flies 
As winter fo rces us inside, attic flies 
will try to jo in us as o v er-wintering 
guests in the attic o r seldo m used 
ro o ms. 
These flies, co mmo nly called cluster 
flies o r face flies, are large, sluggish 
flies that spin aro und in circles o n the 
flo o r. They make anno y ing, buzzing 
so unds and usually accumulate in 
numbers, primarily in ro o m co mers 
and o n windo w sills. 
To keep them o ut, start by caulking 
cracks aro und windo ws, ev es and 
o ther entry places. Kill flies in the 
ho me with spray s o f py rethrins plus 
pipero ny l buto x ide, fo llo wing label 
directio ns. 
Dichlo rv o s resin strips may be used 
indo o rs in enclo sed places such as 
attics. Ho wev er, do no t use these strips 
in kitchens, restaurants, o r areas 
where fo o d is prepared o r serv ed. Also , 
do no t use them in ho spitals o r clinic 
ro o ms and ro o ms where aged, ill o r 
y o ung children stay . Keep insecticides 
o ut o f reach o f children and pets. 
Bare Spo ts in Lawns 
The weather and temperature are 
right fo r reseeding bare spo ts in the 
lawn. Spo ts less than a square fo o t in 
size need no t be reseeded. These will 
fill in any way . larger areas can be 
seeded o r so dded. Rake o ff the dead 
grass, if any , and break it up fo r the 
to p few inches o f so il. 
Apply a 


sprinkling o f fertilizer and wo rk it into 
the so il. Rake seedbed to smo o th and to 
remo v e ro cks.

Broadleaf Weeds 
Fall is a go o d time to put a damper 
o n tho se bro adleaf weeds. Flo wers and 
v egetables are play ing o ut, so co ntro l 
o f weeds near these gardens is no t as 
dangero us to plants as in the spring. 
Mo st bro adleaf weeds can be killed 
with similar results in fall o r spring. 
The chemicals 2, 4 -D and silv ex 
kno ck o ut mo st o f these weeds. Hard- 
to -kill weeds such as red so rrel may 
need a sho t o f dicamba. If y o u use 
dicam ba, rem em ber it may a c­ 
cumulate in the so il with frequent o r 
ex tensiv e use and result in damage to 
trees, shrubs o r o ther o rnamentals. 
In so me instances, it is best to 
co mpletely kill the weeds and so d with 
a chemical such as Ro undup, then 
reseed. Ro undup will no t kill y o ur 
trees and shrubs. Ho wev er, Ro undup 
will no t kill Canada thistle, bindweed 
and quackgrass, either.

Plots Show Various Tillage Practices 


ho usekeeping cho res require the 
co o peratio n o f ev ery o ne. No o ne wants 
to leav e a ho use in the chao tic state o f 
unmade beds, messy bathro o m and 
dirty dishes. Mo re disheartening is 
co ming ho me after wo rk to plunge into 
cleaning-up befo re dinner! 
We suggest that y o ur family agree 
o n a quick mo rning tidy -up ro utine and 
fo llo w thro ugh with a 
reaso nable 
schedule. Begin with o ne list o f what 
sho uld be do ne and seco nd list o f the 
“ nice-but-no t-necessary ” cho res. Then 
discuss who will do each o ne. 
Chances are ev ery o ne with the 
ex ceptio n o f the v ery y o ung can make 
his o r her o wn bed, and a ro tating 
schedule can be set up fo r changing 
bed linens. By establishing sev eral 
laundry bins o r baskets in the laundry 
area, all can depo sit so iled clo thing 
so rted o n the spo t into dark and light 
piles. With laundry right at hand, it is 
so metimes po ssible to get o ne tubful 
do ne first thing in the mo rning. If this 
interferes with the mo rning schedule 
and time requirements, it is still a 
simple matter to turn the washer o n at 
dinner time so that laundry can be 
finished that ev ening. 
So me family members co uld bathe 
o r sho wer befo re bed to ease the 
mo rning rush. A ready spo nge o r clo th 
sho uld make it inex cusable fo r any o ne 
to leav e the bathro o m after mo rning 
gro o m ing witho ut neatly wiping 
splashes. Eno ugh to wel racks and 
gro o ming supply shelv es, cabinets o r 
drawers also make tidy ing an easy 
indiv idual thing to do .

if there is o ne. Fo r hand dishwashing, 
hav e a dispan o f ho t suds ready befo re 
y o u sit do wn to eat. Then ev ery o ne can 
hastily , but efficiently , wash and rinse 
his

plate,

silv erware. 
Think o f o ther sho rt cuts to in­ 
co rpo rate

Just any do g wo uldn’t do . Do gs had 
to be matched with patients carefully , 
Co rso n said. 
“ Do gs hav e a div ersity o f per­ 
so nalities,” he said. “ A reticent do g, 
fo r ex ample, wo uld o nly strengthen the 
negativ e feelings o f a patient with 
parano ia. He might say to himself, 
‘See, ev en animals do n’t like m e.’”

It has been nearly three 
years since the President of 
the United States committed 
the nation to an all-out battle 
against 
cancer, 
similar 
in 
scope it was claimed to the 
space program. 


While 
many 
scientists 
engaged in the cancer fight 
welcomed the national effort 
because it meant additional 
financing 
would 
become 
available, others 
were 
not 
enthusiastic. They saw 
a 
gigantic 
bureaucracy 
over­ 
shadowing, 
even 
impeding, 
independent cancer research. 


The 
record 
since 
that 
commitment 
was launched, 
with $1.5 billion under the 
National Cancer Act, has not 


been encouraging. 


The inevitable bureaucracy 
with political overtones has 
developed, control of the 
major cancer programs now is 
centered in a few hands in 
Washington, and controversy 
over methods, procedures and 
progress continues between 
those researchers uniquely 
experienced in this field. 


Some 
of

criticism 
leveled 
at 
the 
national 
organization 
may 
be 
professional 
jea lo u sy- a 
condition which can be found 
in medicine, as in other pur­ 
suits. But the underlying 
contention that bothers many 
scientists is that too tew in­ 
dividuals 
are 
making 


decisions affecting too wide a 
scope. 
Arguments 
championing 
centralized 
versus decen­ 
tralized control are old hat. 
They surface in many human 
undertakings, 
But in research, the natural 
competition which appears 
under decentralized efforts 
has 
definite 
advantages. 
There may be duplication of 
efforts, certainly, but that is 
not necessarily bad if it leads 
into a blossoming of corollary 
efforts branching out through 
the spectrum of basic and 
applied research. 
Cutting off multitudinous 
efforts in the name of ef­ 
ficiency could delay the end 
result all are seeking. 


Nixon's Health Crisis 


NEW YORK — Former President 
Richard Nixon’s physical and mental 
conditions are not feigned. The guess 
here is that while he may not have 
asked his sons-in-law to issue their 
concerned statements—their wives 
probably did — the young men told it 
like it is. As did Maj. Gen. Walter 
Tkach, who has been looking out for 
Nixon for years. Tkach would never be 
a party to a ploy to arouse national 
sympathy for the first President to 
resign under fire. 
Nixon’s phlebitis condition may date 
back a decade. Getting out of a car, he 
routinely slammed the rear door hard 
enough for the lock to engage. It was 
one of those odd-shaped doors Detroit 
designers contrive. Instead of closing, 
it collided with his knee, and he limped 
for weeks. 
As for the mental burdens he’s been 
under 
since 
the 
opening 
of 
the 
Watergate investigations in the wake 
of his triumphant trips to China and 
the 
Moscow 
Summit, 
in 
1972, 
culminating in his desperate departure 
from office, no man can fully com­ 
prehend the extent of -his agony. 
Except perhaps Teddy Kennedy. 
Weeks before the gloomy verdict of 
the House Judiciary Committee, Nixon 
was in a daze. On his trip to the Middle 
East, he sometimes seemed to me like 
a man moving through a strange 
dream. At home he was being damned 
by Congress, courts, the polls and the 
body politic. In Cairo, Alexandria, 
Damascus, Jerusalem , Jidda and 
Amman, he was hailed as the greatest 
man in the world. 
It was enough to send any mortal off 
his rocker. Nixon’s face reflected his 
confusion. It seemed to take him 
several 
preoccupied seconds to 
recognize old friends. There was an 
even longer time lapse before he ap­ 
peared to know Henry Kissinger, even 
after the secretary’s threat to quit. 
When Nixon got off the Spirit of ‘76 in 
the Azores, for an overnight rest on the 
way home, he walked right past 
Portugal’s President Antonio de 
Spinola, though the Portuguese had his 
hand out and the band was playing. 
Aides stopped him, and he had to make 
a 
180-degree turn to accept the 
greetings. 
A Congressman who was closeted 
with President Gerald Ford last week 
said that the President had told him 
that he pardoned his patron, Mr. 
Nixon, because he feared that if he had 
not done so Mr. Nixon “ would go off 
the deep end.” 
That doesn’t necessarily figure. But 
the fact remains that Richard Nixon, 
who could have easily beaten Sen.

The bolts are 
symbolic.

Lipton in the 1920s, at the wheels of a 
succession of Class J yachts named 
Shamrock, were covered as en­ 
thusiastically as a Dempsey fight. But 


there was at least one dissenter in the 
sportswriting corps, the immortal 
Ring 
Lardner. 
He couched 
his 
coverage in his own wonderful brand 
of Americanese. He used only one “ O” 
in referring to the sloops. So his ac­ 
counts contained wonderful passages 
such as, “ there came the two slops, 
cutting into the teeth of a two-mile 
calm.” 


Will Rogers’ heart was touched by 
Lipton’s losing streak. He suggested in 
his column ~ which actually ran on the 
front Daiie of the New York Times — 
that every American chip in a dollar to 
buy a cup for Sir Thomas. 


I^ardner agreed, with reservations. 
He wrote that it would be fine to 
present Lipton with a $175,000,000 cup 
but it might be a burden on the old 
sportsman, “ He’d then have to buy a 
$175,000,000 saucer to go with it,” Ring 
wrote.

NEW YORK (A P) — The govern­ 
ment sponsored meetings in inflation 
during the past two weeks have served 
to publicize the problem, but so far 
they haven't produced any common 
agreement on a solution. 
Less government spending and 
easier money seem to be among the 
more popular suggestions for lowering 
the inflation rate, but nobody claims 
that these moves alone will bring 
equilibrium to a troubled economy.

The drop to a 12-year low in the Dow 
Jones Industrial Average, 627.19 points 
on Friday, Sept. 13, scared a lot of 
people both in and out of the stock 
market and convinced them the 
economy was in terrible shape, 
Sindlinger said he learned from his 
staff’s telephone calls. 
The bigger culprit, however, is the 
string of anti-inflation conferences 
that have been held during the past two 
weeks, Sindlinger maintains. 
To illustrate the mood created by 
these conferences, he quotes the wife 
of an Iowa farmer who maintains that 
the cause of inflation is greed. 
“ Washington says we have to be 
educated, but I haven’t heard one 
economist or any businessman or any 
labor leader say what he knows is true 
that the cause of inflation is greed,” 
the woman said.

A revolutionary X-ray machine has 
been developed to obtain an exact view 
of the brain during health and illness. 
Known as the EM I, the device can 
now clearly differentiate tumors, 
cancers, birth defects and strokes in 
the soft tissues of the brain. 
Prior to this breakthrough, it was 
necessary to inject special dyes into 
the arteries in order to clearly define 
the outline of the brain. 
When the X-rays are taken the 
findings are fed into a computer for 
more exact evaluation. A scanning 
device can be photographed with a 
Polaroid camera for permanent 
records. It is said that the EM I 
scanner can reveal more than one 
hundred times more information than 
all existing techniques available. 
Only about 25 of these machines are 
now in use throughout the world, but it 
is hoped that every major hospital will 
soon have the advantages of this ex­ 
citing instrument.

Environm ental Protection Agency 
said Friday that 1975 automobiles will 
get about 13.5 per cent better gasoline 
mileage, on the average, than 1974 
models. 
The improvement, which was not 
distributed evenly among manufac­ 
turers, was attributed generally to a 
range of engine modifications adopted 
in connection with the new models’ 
required antipollution systems. 
The over-all nationwide savings of 
gasoline, however, were expected to be 
a little lower because of an anticipated 
increase in sales of large cars, EPA 
said. 
EPA reported the best fuel mileage 
performance was by the Datsun B-210, 
which rolled up 27 miles per gallon in 
simulated city driving and 39 miles per 
gallon in simulated highway driving in 
the EPA tests. 
All of the top 10 were small foreign 
cars, but U.S. manufacturers placed in 
the second 10 virtually neck and neck 
with their foreign competitors. 
Not all manufacturers showed the 
same improvements in fuel economy 
and some even managed to lose some 
miles per gallon. 
On the average, and taking into 
account the expected sales of large, 
medium, and small models, EPA said 
General Motors showed the highest 
improvement, increasing its average 
miles per gallon from 10.5 in 1974 
models to 13.5 in 1975 models, a 28.3 per 
cent improvement.

Miller Barber 
Leads Kings 
Island Open 


MASON, Ohio (AP) —Old pro Miller 
Barber has an enviable mark in pro 
golf. He’s won at least one tournament 
in each of the last seven years. And 
he’s ready to make a run at No. 8. 
“ You know,’’ Barber said Friday 
after a second consecutive 68 had 
given him the 36-hole lead in the 
$150,000 Kings Island Open Golf 
Tournament, “ only one other man has 
done that. 


“ In those seven years (going back to 
1967) only Jack Nicklaus and I have 
won at least one tournament every 
year. Nobody else has done it.” 
As for his chances in this one, Miller 
smiled: 
“ I’m just happy to be where I am 
right now.” 


Miller, 43, balding and paunchy, held 
a one stroke lead over first-round 
leader Dick Rhyan, who fell victim to 
the deep rough that lines the 6,990-yard 
layout at the Jack Nicklaus Golf 
Center. He blew from an opening 65 to 
a scrambly 72 and a 137, five-under- 
par. 


“ This rough is like a disease,” said 
Rhyan, who has yet to win in a decade 
on the pro tour. “ If you’re exposed to it 
long enough, you’re gonna catch it.” 
Nicklaus—the man who designed 
this course and is the defending 
champion and overwhelming favorite 
in a relatively thin field—once got 11 
strokes back of the leader and had to 
rally for another 71 that left him six 
shots behind at 142.

Price Hike 
For N ation? 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Federal 
officials reporting that consumer 
prices in August showed the steepest 
climb in a year say milk prices may 
rise to record levels. 
Government officials, meanwhile, 
promised not to make budget cuts at 
the expense of the poor and said they 
will not force interest rates upward. 
Among Friday’s mixed economic 
developments: 
—The I^abor Department reported 
that the cost of living rose 1.3 per cent 
in August, the most severe increase 
since August 1973 after a 60-day price 
freeze was lifted. 
—The 
Agriculture 
Department 
announced that it is considering 
boosting by as much as 13 per cent the 
minimum prices farmers receive for 
Class I milk, the kind retailers sell. 
That could raise the cost about two 
cents a quart. Milk used for cheese, 
butter and other dairy products would 
not be affected. 
—Federal Reserve Board chairman 
Arthur Bums pledged that interest 
rates will not be forced upward. But he 
told financial leaders at a presummit 
meeting on the economy not to expect 
any major declines in interest rates. 
—Caspar Weinberger, secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, ruled 
out anti-inflation budget cuts that 
would further injure the poor, saying, 
“ Our effort will be to deliver more 
benefits at less cost to those who are 
most in need. Such sacrifices as are 
required will be borne by all our 
citizens.” 
Meats, clothing, mortgage rates and 
medical services led the list of things 


costing more last month. The August 
price surge was the second largest 
monthly increase in more than 23 
years. 
It was accompanied by a Consumer 
Price Index of 150.2, meaning goods 
and services costing $10 in 1967, the 
base year, cost $15.02. 
Also in 
August, real 
spendable 
earnings shrank ninetenths of one per 
cent to 4.1 per cent below a year ago 
and the lowest level since December 
1970. Average gross weekly earnings 
were $157.73 in August, compared with 
$146.63 a year ago. 
Grocery and nonfood items all cost 
1.5 per cent more in August. 
If the Agriculture Department 
decides to accept the proposal to pay 
farmers more for milk and the entire 
increase is passed on to consumers, 
the price of milk would surpass 
records set last spring. 
The price of milk dropped during the 
summer. The Bureau of Labor 
Statistics said the national average 
retail price in August was 77.5 cents 
per half gallon, compared with the 
record 80.4 cents last May. 
Weinberger said his department 
faces 
an 
“ immense 
economic 
paradox.” 
“ On the one hand, the poor, the aged 
and the sick are among the first and 
worst victims of inflation — largely on 
fixed incomes, and subjected to 
galloping health care cost increases. 
But these people depend most on the 
federal budget, he added, “ and thus 
are directly threatened by proposals to 
dampen inflation by reducing federal 
spending.”

The 40-year-old Nessen, who has 
been with the National Broadcasting 
Co. since 1962 and has covered 
presidential campaigns for 15 years, 
stepped into the $42,500 a year job left 
vacant by the resignation 12 days ago 
of veteran Detroit newspaperman 
Jerald F. terHorst. 
TerHorst said he quit as a matter of 
conscience because he did not agree 
with the pardon of former President 
Richard M. Nixon and because he felt 
he had not been fully informed of 
actions Ford was planning to take. 
Personally introducing Nessen to the 
press in the White House briefing room 
on Friday, Ford promised him “ my 
full backing and support.” 
Nessen said he has been promised 
that he will be kept informed of what is 
going on in the White House. 
He gave these views of his new job: 
—He will not be a salesman for the 
President. “ I am not going to try to sell 
his programs to you.” 
—His job is to report the actions of 
the President, why they were taken 
and how they were arrived at. “ A 
press secretary does not always have 
to agree with the decisions of the 
President " 
—He is “ apolitical,” and the last

Meal Policy Adopted 
By Brooks-Yates Board 


The Mental Retardation Board of 
Brooks-Yates School today announced 
its policy for free meals and free milk 
and for reduced price meals for 
children unable to pay the full price of 
meals and milk served under the 
National School Lunch and Special 
Milk Programs. 
I/)cal school officials have adopted 
the following family size and income 
criteria for determining eligibility: a 
sliding scale which begins at an in­ 
come level of $2910 for free meals and 
milk for a family of one to $5640 for a 
family of four to $8810 for a family of 
eight, etc. Reduced price meals begin 
at $4080 for a family of one. 
Children from families whose in­ 
come is at or below the authorized 
levels are eligible for free meals and 
free milk or for reduced-price meals. 
In addition, families not meeting these 
criteria but with other unusual ex­ 
penses due to unusually high medical 
expenses, shelter costs in excess of 30 
per cent of income, special education 
expenses due to the mental or physical 
condition of a child, and disaster or 
casualty losses are urged to apply. 
Application forms are being sent to 
all homes in a letter to parents. 
Additional copies are available at the 
adm inistrator’s 
office. 
The 
in­ 
formation provided on the application 
is confidential and will be used only for 
the purpose of determining eligibility. 
Applications may be submitted at any 
time during the year. 
In certain cases foster children are 
also eligible for these benefits. If a 
family has foster children living with 
them and wishes to apply for such 


meals and milk for them, it should 
contact the school. 
In the operation of child feeding 
programs, 
no 
child 
will 
be 
discriminated against because of race, 
sex, color or national origin. 
Under the provisions of the policy, 
the Program Administrator w ill 
review applications and determine 
eligibility. If a parent is dissatisfied 
with the ruling of the official, he may 
make a request either orally or in 
writing to Dr. William A. Myers, 
Board Chairman, whos address is 560 
Lawnwood Court, Circleville, Ohio 
43113, for a hearing to appeal the 
decision. The policy contains an 
outline of the hearing procedure. A 
complete copy of the policy is on file in 
the office of Brooks-Yates School 
where it may be reviewed by any in­ 
terested party.

Hurricane Toll 8f000 


TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras (AP) — 
An estimated 7,000 to 8,000 Hondurans 
have died in floods and landslides 
caused by Hurricane Fifi, the Hon­ 
duran National Em ergency Com­ 
mittee said today. 
‘‘Rescue brigades and radio hams 
confirm that in the town of Choloma 
alone there are between 3,000 and 4,000 
dead,” Col. Eduardo Andino, coor­ 
dinator of the emergency committee, 
said in a telephone interview. 
‘“During the first reconnaissance 
flight we made today in air force 
planes we saw hundreds of bodies 
floating on the waters.” 
‘‘In many places where there had 
been townships there is now nothing, 
only water,” Andino said. 
Andino said ‘‘destruction was 
tremendous” in towns and ports on the 
Atlantic coast where Hurricane Fifi 
struck on Thursday with sustained 
winds of 110 miles per hour and gusts 
to 140 m.p.h. 
In Puerto Cortes, Tela, I,a Ceiba, 
Trujillo and Castilla only structures 
built 
on 
high 
ground 
escaped 
destruction, Andino said. ‘“Everything 
else is covered by water.” 
He said air rescue missions from 
N icaragua 
and 
neighboring 
Guatemala were made impossible by 
bad weather, and missions by land and 
water were extremely difficult. 
He estimated there were 100,000 
persons stranded, ‘ some in nearby 
hills, some on the roofs of their homes, 
and still others in trees .... But there 
are many roofless houses, and people 
have been balancing on the tops of 
walls for three days ....” he said. 
There were reports from San Pedro 
de Sula, the second largest Honduran 
city, that authorities there had ordered 
bodies burned to prevent an epidemic. 
In Omoa, about 38 miles north of 
Choloma on the coast, IOO persons 
were killed and ‘ there will probably be 
more deaths there,” Andino said. 
About 80 miles east of the San Pedro 
area, in the port of La Ceiba, Andino 
confirmed that rescue workers had 
found 61 bodies. The city, with a pop­ 
ulation of 53,000 and in the center of an 
agricultural and banana-producing 
area, also remained isolated, Andino 
said.

I>egg, who divorced her husband after 
their arrests last January, asked for 
clemency before he sentenced her. He 
said the 43-year-old woman received 
the stiffer of the two punishments 
because trial testimony showed she 
was more directly to blame for mis­ 
treatment of the children, who have 
since been placed in another foster 
home here.

The Mexican Weather 
Bureau reported it was packing 50 
m.p.h. winds and heading toward the 
Mexican east coast port of Veracruz. 
Antifreeze Rip-Off Under W ay 


NEW YORK (AP) — Three major 
antifreeze producers say there should 
be enough of the product to meet the 
demand this winter, but they warn the 
market will be tight and that some 
retailers already are charging exor­ 
bitant prices. 


‘‘Our view is that the situation is 
tight and we expect that there will be a 
shortage in isolated retail markets 
from time to time,” said a spokesman 
for Union Carbide Corp., the nation's 
largest antifreeze producer. 


The company has increased the 
wholesale price of Prestone antifreeze 
from $1.77 a gallon last fall to $2.40 to 
$2.50 a gallon because of higher 
production and raw material costs. 
But there are reports of individual 
retailers charging from $6 to $12 a 
gallon. 


‘‘It’s a rip-off of the worst kind,” said 
Robert 
J. 
Cassidy, 
antifreeze 
marketing manager for Union Car­ 
bide. 


‘ There’s no rhyme or reason for 
some of the prices we’re seeing,” 
agreed Frank Chesek, m arketing 
director for automotive chemicals for 
Northern Petrochem ical Co., the 
third largest antifreeze manufacturer. 


‘ You find one retailer selling it at 
$3.17 a gallon and three blocks away 
some one else is selling it for $6,” he 
said. “ I think it’s a panic situation and 
they’re taking advantage of it.” 


Chesek said he would classify the 
antifreeze supply ‘ as a tight market 
with spot shortages.” The company 
sells its Peak Grand antifreeze and 
coolant for $2.28 a gallon plus freight. 


A spokesman for the Dow Chemical 
Co., which markets the second-largest 
selling brand, Dowgard, said ‘‘We esti­ 
mate there will be enough for in­ 
dividual car owners. There may not be 
enough for some industrial users.” 


Dowgard sells for $2.52 a gallon in 
truckload quantities, the company 
said, up from $1.55 a year ago. 


‘ We’re concerned about panic 
buying” as a result of shortage 
rumors, the spokesman said. ‘‘We’re 
making a special effort to make as 
much auto antifreeze as we can.” 
One reason for possible spot short­ 
ages is that the companies had little 
inventory with winter nearing and are 
.shipping what they make directly to 
market. A given area could run out be­ 
tween shipments. 


The main reason for the low in­ 
ventory is a lack of manufacturing 
capacity for ethlyene oxide from which 
ethylene glycol, antifreeze’s main 
ingredient, is produced. An over­ 
capacity in the late 1960s lowered 
prices and the economic incentive to 
expand. New plants announced by Dow 
and Union Carbide will take three 


years to build. 
ethlyene glycol for production of 
Du Pont, which was a major supplier 
polyester fiber and will phase out of 
of antifreeze, has decided to use all its 
the market entirely after this year. 
Nixon To Enter 
Hospital Monday

who reportedly said last week he didn’t 
expect to come out alive if he were 
hospitalized, will enter a hospital here 
Monday for treatment of the phlebitis 
that has painfully swollen his left leg. 


Hospital 
Medical Center said Nixon would 
remain hospitalized for at least three 
days. 


Doctors say phlebitis has created 
two blood clots in Nixon’s leg, either of 
which could be fatal if it broke free and 
lodged in his heart or lungs.

Special 
W atergate 
Prosecutor Iieon Jaworski suggested 
that U.S. District Court Judge John J. 
Sirica conduct his own inquiry on 
whether Nixon is well enough to testify 
at the Watergate cover-up trial of six 
form er Nixon adm inistration and 
campaign aides. 
Both Jaworski and defendant John 
D. Ehrlichm an have subpoenaed 
Nixon to appear at the trial, currently 
scheduled to begin Oct. I. 
Jaworski said on Friday that if 
Nixon is too ill to appear at the trial, 
‘‘the court could consider taking the 
customary step of appointing a team of 
medical experts to examine Mr. Nixon 
and report their findings to the court.” 
He also suggested the court might take 
a disposition outside the court room. 


Sirica had no immediate comment. 
Earlier this week, Nixon’s attorney 


moved to quash a subpoena that or­ 
dered Nixon to make a deposition next 
Tuesday in Santa Ana, Calif., near San 
Clemente, in a Charlotte, N.C., civil 
case. The attorneys contended Nixon 
was too ill to testify. 
A hearing on the motion is scheduled 
Monday. 
Nixon, who has remained secluded 
most of the time since leaving the 
presidency, could fly by helicopter 
from his San Clemente estate to the 
roof of the I>ong Beach hospital and go 
down a stairway to a room reserved 
for him on the sixth floor of the seven- 
floor building. 
Air Force Maj. Gen William Tkach, 
Nixon’s doctor at the White House now 
stationed in Washington, is expected to 
see Nixon in the hospital. Dr. John C. 
Lungren, Nixon’s long-time physician, 
will issue daily medical reports on the 
resigned president. 
The doctors say they want to use 
anticoagulant drugs to dissolve 
Nixon’s two clots. Medication in such 
treatments must first be given in­ 
travenously and later can be taken 
orally. 
It was not immediately known if any 
family members would stay with 
Nixon after his arrival at the hospital. 
Daughter Julie Nixon Eisenhower ar­ 
rived in San Clemente on Thursday, 
and sources said she came to convince 
her father to enter a hospital. 
Nixon ruled out a hospital stay as 
recently as last Friday when he was 
examined by Tkach. It was Tkach who 
quoted Nixon as saying, ‘‘If I go into 
the hospital, I’ll never come out alive.”

By GINNY PITT 
Associated Press Writer 
The first four men to report for 
participation in President Ford’s

program 
completed 
processing and were discharged from 
the Army about midnight Friday, a 
Pentagon spokesman said. 
The spokesman said the four were 
the same men who arrived at Ft. 
Benjamin Harrison, Ind., on Sept. 19. 
He declined to give their names but 
said all four were in the Army before 
deserting. 
Each man received an undesirable 
discharge, the spokesman said. He 
said that after review of their records 
and additional information which they 
provided the four were given terms of 
alternative service of 12, 20, 21 and 24 
months. 
Meanwhile, some of the men who 
qualify for the conditional amnesty 
program said they are hesitant to 
apply because they have established 
new lives outside the United States or 
feel they do not owe the country two 
years of service. 
‘‘I feel I have already served my 
country by refusing an immoral war,’ 
said Ed Fitzgerald, who deserted 
Army basic training at Ft. Bragg, 
N.C., in 1969 and has been living in 
Sweden. 
Fitzgerald said he plans to return to 
the States and to apply for clemency, 
but ‘‘I’m going back with a gun at my 
back.” 
David Jensen, 28, a draft evader now 


living in Winnipeg, Man., said he 
believes most of the men who fled to 
Canada to avoid military service will 
not want to give up their new lives. 
“I’m pretty sure the man on the 
street is not aware that most in­ 
dividual draft resisters are well 
established in the middle class,” said 
Jensen, formerly of Fargo, N.D. “It 
would be an impossible situation to 
chuck it all and go down to the U.S. in 
90 days.” 
The last of 122 men eligible for 30- 
day paroles under the program were 
released from Ft. Leavenworth, Kan., 
on Friday and 14 deserters were being 
processed at Ft. Benjamin Harrison, 
Ind. 
The primary military processing 
center for deserters will move from 
Harrison to Camp Atterbury, Ind., on 
Monday, and officials said they expect 
to process up to 150 men a day at the 
former World War II and Korean War 
training center. 
James Rolph, 25, surrendered at 
Harrison on Friday and called his 
mother in Fort Thomas, Ky., af­ 
terwards. 
“James said they are not being 
mistreated, but everybody is ignoring 
them,” said Mrs. Grace Rolph, 47. “He 
said the officials there are shielding 
them from any bad publicity.”

Department said it had received 243 
calls and the Pentagon said it had 
received 569 inquiries about the 
clemency program.

The first U.S. manufacturer to show 
up on the list was General Motors, 
grabbing off the 13th through 17th 
positions with the Chevrolet Vega at 22 
and 29 miles per gallon; Pontiac Astro, 
22 and 29; Chevrolet Vega Kammback, 
21 and 29; Pontiac Astro Wagon, 21 and 
29; and Chevrolet Monza, 21 and 29. 


In D etroit, GM vice president 
Howard H. Kehrl expressed pleasure 
that the government tests confirmed 
fuel economy improvements and an 
efficient antipollution system resulting 
from “ an intensive development 
program at GM.” 
GM’s closest U.S. rival in the gas- 
guzzlers’ derby was American Motors’ 
Gremlin, placing 23rd on the list at 21 
and 30 miles per gallon. 


In their worst fuel economy per­ 
formances, GM and AMC ran neck- 
and-neck; both GM’s Buick Electra 
and AMC’s Matador Wagon delivered 
ll miles per gallon in EPA’s city test 
and 15 on the imaginary highway. 


Still, in both their best and their 
worst, they outdid Chrysler and Ford. 
An 
AMC 
spokesman 
proudly 
claimed the EPA tests “clearly point 
to the superior fuel economy of 
American Motors cars, and the fact 
that the Gremlin was rated best among 
U.S.-built cars for highway driving.” 


Chryslers best performance was by 
its Plymouth Valiant and Duster, 
delivering 18 miles per gallon in 
simulated city driving, the same as 
Ford’s best entry, the Pinto. 
But the Pinto got 26 miles per gallon 
in simulated highway driving, while 


the Valiant and Duster got only 23. 
Still, Chrysler found a silver lining in 
EPA’s comparison of general com- 
panywide fuel economy, taking into 
account the expected sales of all 
makes and models. 


Chrysler’s sales-weighted average, 
estimated at 13.6 miles per gallon, 
edged out General Motors’ 13.5 and 
beat Ford’s 11.5, allowing a Chrysler 
spokesman to claim that his com­ 
pany’s cars “provide better average 
fuel economy than those of our two 
largest competitors.” 


The Big Three were all surpassed, 
however, by their sm allest U.S. 
competitor, American Motors, whose 
sales-weighted average was 16.9 miles 
per gallon. 
The sales-weighted average means 
little to a customer shopping for only 


one car that gets good mileage. 
But a low sales-weighted average 
may mean the company expects to sell 
a lot of big, fuel-gulping cars along 
with its economy models. 


Thus, Ford’s low average was 
matched by a large number of Ford 
models at the very end of EPA’s list. 


AMC’s lowest fuel economy was a 
Matador Wagon getting ll and 15 miles 
per gallon; GM’s lowest was a Buick 
Electra, also ll and 15; and Chrysler 
Wagon signed off at IO and 15 miles per 
gallon. 
Ford finished off the EPA list with 
eight models showing IO and 15 miles 
per gallon, six at IO and 14, and two — 
the Ford wagon and the Lincoln 
Mercury wagon — bringing up the rear 
at nine miles per gallon in the city and 
14 on the highway.

Attic Flies 
As winter forces us inside, attic flies 
will try to join us as over-wintering 
guests in the attic or seldom used 
rooms. 
These flies, commonly called cluster 
flies or face flies, are large, sluggish 
flies that spin around in circles on the 
floor. They make annoying, buzzing 
sounds and usually accumulate in 
numbers, primarily in room comers 
and on window sills. 
To keep them out, start by caulking 
cracks around windows, eves and 
other entry places. Kill flies in the 
home with sprays of pyrethrin plus 
piperonyl butoxide, following label 
directions. 
Dichlorvos resin strips may be used 
indoors in enclosed places such as 
attics. However, do not use these strips 
in kitchens, restaurants, or areas 
where food is prepared or served. Also, 
do not use them in hospitals or clinic 
rooms and rooms where aged, ill or 
young children stay. Keep insecticides 
out of reach of children and pets. 
Bare Spots in Lawns 
The weather and temperature are 
right for reseeding bare spots in the 
lawn. Spots less than a square foot in 
size need not be reseeded. These will 
fill in anyway. larger areas can be 
seeded or sodded. Rake off the dead 
grass, if any, and break it up for the 
top few inches of soil. 
Apply a 


sprinkling of fertilizer and work it into 
the soil. Rake seedbed to smooth and to 
remove rocks. Sow the same grass 
mixture that is already growing in 
your lawn. Rake lightly to just cover 
the seed, firm the soil and apply a 
layer of mulch (weed-free straw) over 
the area. You should be able to see the 
soil through the sprinkling of straw. 
Wet the area thoroughly and if rains do 
not keep it damp, use your sprinkler 
periodically 
to 
keep 
sprouting 
seedlings from drying out. 
New grass 
should be able to 
withstand winter before hard freezes 
arrive. 
Broadleaf Weeds 
Fall is a good time to put a damper 
on those broadleaf weeds. Flowers and 
vegetables are playing out, so control 
of weeds near these gardens is not as 
dangerous to plants as in the spring. 
Most broadleaf weeds can be killed 
with similar results in fall or spring. 
The chemicals 2, 4-D and silvex 
knock out most of these weeds. Hard- 
to-kill weeds such as red sorrel may 
need a shot of dicamba. If you use 
dicamba, remember it may ac­ 
cumulate in the soil with frequent or 
extensive use and result in damage to 
trees, shrubs or other ornamentals. 
In some instances, it is best to 
completely kill the weeds and sod with 
a chemical such as Roundup, then 
reseed. Roundup will not kill your 
trees and shrubs. However, Roundup 
will not kill Canada thistle, bindweed 
and quackgrass, either.

“Open dating” regulations on meat 
and poultry products will be effective 
December 8,1974 — not September 8 as 
previously stated — according to the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture.

Consumer education programs on the 
meaning of open dating on meat and 
poultry packages are being expanded. 
In-store promotions are also being 
encouraged through posters and bag 
stuffers so that the general public will 
not only become more aware of the 
open dating regulations but of un­ 
derstanding the meaning of the dates. 


The 90 days extension period was 
allowed for the voluntary meat and 
poultry for open dating regulations 
because 
the 
federally-inspected 
suppliers couldn’t obtain the necessary 
equipment to make changes in their 
current open dating of meat and 
poultry products.

housekeeping chores require the 
cooperation of everyone. No one wants 
to leave a house in the chaotic state of 
unmade beds, messy bathroom and 
dirty dishes. More disheartening is 
coming home after work to plunge into 
cleaning-up before dinner! 
We suggest that your family agree 
on a quick morning tidy-up routine and 
follow through with a reasonable 
schedule. Begin with one list of what 
should be done and second list of the 
“nice-but-not-necessary” chores. Then 
discuss who will do each one. 
Chances are everyone with the 
exception of the very young can make 
his or her own bed, and a rotating 
schedule can be set up for changing 
bed linens. By establishing several 
laundry bins or baskets in the laundry 
area, all can deposit soiled clothing 
sorted on the spot into dark and light 
piles. With laundry right at hand, it is 
sometimes possible to get one tubful 
done first thing in the morning. If this 
interferes with the morning schedule 
and time requirements, it is still a 
simple matter to turn the washer on at 
dinner time so that laundry can be 
finished that evening. 
Some family members could bathe 
or shower before bed to ease the 
morning rush. A ready sponge or cloth 
should make it inexcusable for anyone 
to leave the bathroom after morning 
grooming without neatly wiping 
splashes. Enough towel racks and 
grooming supply shelves, cabinets or 
drawers also make tidying an easy 
individual thing to do. 
Plan breakfasts and set up the needs 
the night before. Place dry foods out, 
pans on the range. Instead of putting 
away dishes and silverware from 
dinner after washing them, set the 
table for breakfast. After the meal, 
each person can load his own dishes 
into an automatic dishwasher. The last 
one sets the dial to the rinse-hold cycle, 
if there is one. For hand dishwashing, 
have a dispan of hot suds ready before 
you sit down to eat. Then everyone can 
hastily, but efficiently, wash and rinse 
his own plate, bowl, 
glass and 
silverware. 
Think of other short cuts to in­

housekeeping scheme. The important 
thing is for everyone to be open to 
suggestions and to pitch in when an 
experimental schedule has been 
determined. 


More than 350 soils make up Ohio’s 
41,000 square miles. And, although you 
won’t find samples of all of those soils 
at the Farm Science Review’s 750-acre 
site, the soils there do present 
problems typical of most Ohio farm 
land, says Samuel Bone, Extension 
Agronomist at The Ohio State 
University. 
Most of Ohio’s cropland (about 70 
per cent) is light-colored soil. Some of 
this light-colored soil is well or 
moderately well drained naturally and 
doesn’t require the tile drainage, says 
Bone. However, much of it, especially 
on flat topography, presents drainage 
problems when used for most crops. 
Water management during the 
growing season is also a major 
problem 
on 
most 
light-colored 
medium-textured soils. Throughout 
the growing season, from April 
through September, rainfall across 
Ohio generally is adequate for high 
yields. But, according to Bone, most 
farmers don't give enough attention 
toward solving water management 
problems during the growing season. 
Surface crusting and water loss occur 
frequently on these light-colored soils. 
And the tillage sequence used may 
cause runoff and loss of water to the 
crop. 
Dogs Used 
To Help 
Patients

emotionally ill where drugs, elec­ 
troshock or the analyst fails, an Ohio 
State University psychobiologist says. 
“Our research shows that pet- 
facilitated psychotherapy works with 
mental patients who have often been 
the most nonresponsive to traditional 
forms of treatment,” said Dr. Samuel 
A. Corson. 
Dr. Corson involved 50 patients at 
the Ohio State psychiatric hospital unit 
with 20 “feeling heart” dogs in a nine- 
month experiment in gaining his 
findings. 
The patients, some catatonic, were 
permitted to groom, exercise and play 
with the dogs. 
“ In some cases, the patients’ 
behavior changed almost from the 
start,” said Corson. “They livened up. 
They established a bond of love with 
the dogs by means of which they were 
eventually able to begin com­ 
municating 
better 
with 
their 
therapists.” 
Corson said it was this bond with 
patients that led to the dogs being 
dubbed “feeling heart” dogs — a play 
on the term for guide dogs for the 
blind. 
Just any dog wouldn’t do. Dogs had 
to be matched with patients carefully, 
Corson said. 
“Dogs have a diversity of per­ 
sonalities,” he said. “A reticent dog, 
for example, would only strengthen the 
negative feelings of a patient with 
paranoia. He might say to himself, 
‘See, even animals don’t like me.’” 
Only two of 50 patients failed to 
accept dogs into their therapy 
program, he said. 


400 AMC Workers

Bone says that the Crosby, Celina, 
and Miamiam soils at the Farm 
Science Review are typical of the light- 
colored soils which have water 
management problems during the 
growing season. 
To help Review visitors to better 
understand water management, OSU 
agronomists have included a number 
of demonstrations in the College of 
Agriculture plots, just North of Case 
Road and South of the Airport. Visitors 
will be able to observe different tillage 
sequences that have been developed to 
overcome 
water 
management 
problems. 
One approach to water management 
is no-tillage. This involves planting the 
crop in residue of the previous crop or 
growing vegetation. One area at the 
Review has been in continuous no­ 
tillage com for 9 years, according to 
Bone. The average yields for the last 3 
years of this 9 years has been nearly 
170 bushels per acre. This clearly 
demonstrates that effective water 
management on light-colored soils, in 
addition to use of other approved 
practices for com production, can 
result in high yields, Bone insists. 
In addition to the no-tillage, there 
are many other tillage sequence 
demonstrations at the Review. These 
can be used to take advantage of soil 
roughness to increase infiltration 
through the growing season. The 
agronomy demonstrations include 
tillage sequences such as discing, 
chiseling, and rotovating. The yields 
for the different tillage sequences will 
be on display at the plots. 
The second most prominent type of 
soil in Ohio is the dark-colored, fine- 
textured poorly drained soils. About a 
fourth of Ohio’s cropland consists of 
these soils. Soils at the Farm Science 
Review that are similar to these soils 
and 
have 
common 
production 
problems are the Brookstone silty clay 
loam soils. Adequate drainage, either 
surface or subsurface, or a com­ 
bination of these practices needs to be 
used on these fine-textured, poorly 
drained soils. 
Big Sinkhole 
Swallows 
Equipment 


BROOKSVILLE, Fla. (AP) - “You 
can’t imagine how helpless you feel,” 
said a workman after the earth caved 
in around him, devouring $100,000 
worth of equipment, including a 36-foot 
drilling rig. 
Bob Putnam was one of three men 
drilling a test well for water when 
suddenly a gigantic 300-foot-wide 
sinkhole opened up in the sand hills 
near this Central Florida community 
on Thursday. 
Within IO minutes, the cavern had 
swallowed everything but the men and 
their little Jeep. 
As the ground began to crack and 
rumble, they hopped into the rough 
terrain vehicle, leaving the doors open 
for a quick escape. 
But the Jeep lost traction when the 
pitch became too steep to quickly 
engage the front wheel drive hubs. The 
men jumped out and kicked the hubs to 
get going again. 
“I can’t begin to describe the 
feeling,” Phil Parrish said afterwards. 
He was operating the drilling rig when 
he felt the ground begin to split apart. 
The pit was 300 feet wide early today 
and still growing, authorities said. 
“I’ve never seen anything like it,” 
said Hernando County sheriff’s deputy 
Lonnie Coburn. He said the hole was at 
least IOO feet deep. 
“In IO minutes both trucks were out 
of sight. So was the rig, pumps, pipes, 
bits and hand tools,” Coburn said. 
Next the hole started sucking in pine 
trees that dotted the palmetto-scrub 
region. 
Sinkholes, which dot central Florida, 
are often caused when the roof of an 
underground limestone cavern gives 
way.

These dark-colored soils present 
entirely different problems in terms of 
water 
management 
during 
the 
growing season. The surface crust on 
these soils generally does not cause 
problems. As the surfaces of the soils 
dries, it becomes smaller, and cracks. 
The cracks provide an opportunity for 
infiltration of water during the 
growing season. 


In developing tillage sequences on 
these soils, it is not necessary to be 
concerned with surface roughness and 
cultivation after planting to enhance 
water management.

Protect New 
Corn In 
Storage

Agriculture 
Don’t add pest damage to an already 
weather-damaged corn crop. Com 
prices are expected to be higher, due to 
a drought-plagued season. New com 
should be protected, so get storage 
facilities ready. 
Cleaning, repairing, and treating 
empty bins before new grain is stored 
will greatly reduce insect damage and 
minimize price discounts at the 
market, says William Lyon, Extension 
Entomologist at The Ohio State 
University. After bins have been 
cleaned and repaired, spray ceilings, 
walls, and floors at least two weeks 
before new grain is stored, he says. 
Use either malathion (premium 
grade) (Cythion) 57 per cent EC, 
methoxychlor 25 per cent EC, 
methoxychlor 50 per 
cent WP, or 
pyrethrin 6 per cent EC combined 
with piperonyl butoxide 60 per cent, 
according to label directions. Allow 
bins to dry thoroughly before adding 
new grain. 
Store only dry, clean, sound grain 
and inspect the grain at least every 30 
days for insect infestations. 
The County Extension Office has 
additional information on stored grain 
pests. Ask for leaflet 153, “Stored 
Grain Insect Control.” 
Beef Grading 
Conferences Set

CHICAGO (AP) — A sudden, sharp 
bear-hug is saving the lives of people 
starting to choke to death on food. It is 
also rescuing some drowning victims. 
The pressure from the hug causes 
food “to pop out like a cork from a 
champagne bottle,’’ says the surgeon 
who developed the technique. When 
applied to drowning persons, “the 
water gushes out of the mouth.” 
Dr. Henry J. Heimlich, director of 
surgery at Jewish Hospital in Cin­ 
cinnati, described the technique in the 
journal Emergency Medicine, and 
invited physicians to try it in real 
emergencies. 
He obviously couldn’t test it on 
humans by putting them into danger, 
but he had shown the method worked 
on laboratory dogs. 
Now he has some 30 letters telling of 
lives apparently saved—a peppermint 
dislodged from the windpipe of a 22- 
month-old, a piece of roast beef from 
the throat of a 9-year-old girl, a Korean 
woman saved by a U.S. Army medical 
corpsman in Korea. 
The 
National 
Safety 
Council 
estimates 2,750 Americans choke to 
death each year from food or other 
objects, and some 8,000 drown. But 
Hemlich thinks there are m ore 
choking deaths than that, since some 
may be blamed on heart attacks. 
Indeed, some deaths are called “cafe 
coronaries” because people die in 
restaurants while eating. 
The choking victim, while conscious, 
cannot speak. He turns pale, then blue

or black, in great distress. Unaided, he 
will

worse, driving the obstruction deeper 
into the windpipe. 


Here is how to perform the Heimlich 
maneuver: 
—Stand behind the person, with both 
arms around the waist, under the 
person’s arms. Form a fist with one 
hand, and grasp it with the other hand, 
positioning the fist against the ab­ 
domen, just above the navel and just 
below the rib cage. 
—Apply pressure forcibly, with a 
quick upward thrust. Because there is 
always residual air trapped in the 
lungs, the sudden pressure forces this 
air upward and the bolus or ob­ 
struction is expelled. The maneuver 
may be done if the person is standing, 
sitting, or draped over the arms. 
—If the person is lying face down or 
on his back, different positions are 
taken to apply either the arm lock or 
the heel of one hand below the rib cage. 


—With infants, Heimlich says the 
best position is to lay them across a 
knee with the leg pressing against the 
abdomen below the diaphragm.

Road Costs 
Escalate 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
interstate highway system is within 63 
miles of completion, but construction 
of the remaining miles will be four 
times as costly, J. Phillip Richley, 
director of the state transportation 
department, said Friday. 
Figures released by Richley show 
that the future construction will cost 
more than $9 million per mile for a 
total of $589 million. 
Richley said “rising construction 
costs plus the staggering price of 
acquiring 
urban 
property 
and 
relocating thousands of people and 
businessess,” has driven up the price 
of interstate construction. 
Richley said 59 miles of interstate is 
presently under construction at a cost 
of $362.5 million with about 90 per cent 
federal funding. 
New construction projects scheduled 
around the state in fiscal year 1975 will 
cost an estimated $24.1 million, he 
said. 
The completed system will cost an 
estimated $4 billion, Richley said. 
Construction projects are underway 
in areas surrounding Columbus, 
Cincinnati, Cleveland, Youngstown, 
Bellaire, Garfield and Dayton.

It has been nearly three 
years since the President of 
the United States committed 
the nation to an all-out battle 
against 
cancer, 
similar 
in 
scope it was claimed to the 
space program. 


While 
many 
scientists 
engaged in the cancer fight 
welcomed the national effort 
because it meant additional 
financing 
would 
become 
available, others 
were 
not 
enthusiastic. They saw 
a 
gigantic 
bureaucracy 
over­ 
shadowing, 
even 
impeding, 
independent cancer research. 


The 
record 
since 
that 
commitment 
was launched, 
with $1.5 billion under the 
National Cancer Act, has not 


been encouraging. 


The inevitable bureaucracy 
with political overtones has 
developed, control of the 
major cancer programs now is 
centered in a few hands in 
Washington, and controversy 
over methods, procedures and 
progress continues between 
those researchers uniquely 
experienced in this field. 


Some 
of 
the 
criticism 
leveled 
at 
the 
national 
organization 
may 
be 
p r o fe ss io n a l 
je a lo u s y —a 
condition which can be found 
in medicine, as in other pur­ 
suits. 
But 
the underlying 
contention that bothers many 
scientists is that too few in­ 
dividuals 
are 
making 


decisions affecting too wide a 
scope. 
Argum ents 
championing 
centralized 
versus decen­ 
tralized control are old hat. 
They surface in many human 
undertakings. 
But in research, the natural 
com petition which appears 
under decentralized efforts 
has 
definite 
advantages. 
There may be duplication of 
efforts, certainly, but that is 
not necessarily bad if it leads 
into a blossoming of corollary 
efforts branching out through 
the spectrum of basic and 
applied research. 
Cutting off multitudinous 
efforts in the name of ef­ 
ficiency could delay the end 
result all are seeking.

NEW YORK — Form er President 
Richard Nixon’s physical and mental 
conditions are not feigned. The guess 
here is that while he may not have 
asked his sons-in-law to issue th e ir 
concerned sta te m e n ts—th eir w ives 
probably did — the young men told it 
like it is. As did Maj. Gen. W alter 
Tkach, who has been looking out for 
Nixon for years. Tkach would never be 
a party to a ploy to arouse national 
sym pathy for the first President to 
resign under fire. 
Nixon’s phlebitis condition may date 
back a decade. Getting out of a car, he 
routinely slam m ed the rear door hard 
enough for the lock to engage. It was 
one of those odd-shaped doors Detroit 
designers contrive. Instead of closing, 
it collided with his knee, and he limped 
for weeks. 
As for the mental burdens he’s been 
under 
since 
the 
opening 
of 
the 
W atergate investigations in the wake 
of his trium phant trips to China and 
the 
Moscow 
Sum m it, 
in 
1972, 
culminating in his desperate departure 
from office, no man can fully com­ 
prehend the extent of -his agony. 
Except perhaps Teddy Kennedy. 
Weeks before the gloomy verdict of 
the House Judiciary Committee, Nixon 
was in a daze. On his trip to the Middle 
East, he som etimes seemed to me like 
a man moving through a strange 
dream . At home he was being damned 
by Congress, courts, the polls and the 
body politic. In Cairo, Alexandria, 
D am ascus, Jeru sa lem , Jidda and 
Amman, he was hailed as the greatest 
m an in the world. 
It was enough to send any m ortal off 
his rocker. Nixon’s face reflected his 
confusion. It seemed to take him 
sev eral 
preoccupied 
seconds 
to 
recognize old friends. There was an 
even longer time lapse before he ap­ 
peared to know Henry Kissinger, even 
after the secretary’s threat to quit. 
When Nixon got off the Spirit of ‘76 in 
the Azores, for an overnight rest on the 
way home, he walked right past 
P o rtu g a l’s P resid en t Antonio de 
Spinola, though the Portuguese had his 
hand out and the band was playing. 
Aides stopped him, and he had to make 
a 
180-degree turn 
to

greetings. 
A Congressman who was closeted 
with President Gerald Ford last week 
said that the President had told him 
that he pardoned his patron, Mr. 
Nixon, because he feared that if he had 
not done so Mr. Nixon “ would go off 
the deep end.”

A revolutionary X-ray machine has 
been developed to obtain an exact view 
of the brain during health and illness. 
Known as the EMI, the device can 
now clearly d iffe ren tiate tum ors, 
cancers, birth defects and strokes in 
the soft tissues of the brain. 
Prior to this breakthrough, it was 
necessary to inject special dyes into 
the arteries in order to clearly define 
the outline of the brain. 
When the X-rays are taken the 
findings are fed into a computer for 
m ore exact evaluation. A scanning 
device can be photographed with a 
P olaroid cam era for perm anent 
records. It is said that the EMI 
scanner can reveal m ore than one 
hundred times more information than 
all existing techniques available. 
Only about 25 of these machines are 
now in use throughout the world, but it 
is hoped that every m ajor hospital will 
soon have the advantages of this ex­ 
citing instrument.

The over-all nationwide savings of 
gasoline, however, were expected to be 
a little lower because of an anticipated 
increase in sales of large cars, EPA 
said. 
EPA reported the best fuel mileage 
perform ance was by the Datsun B-210, 
which rolled up 27 miles per gallon in 
sim ulated city driving and 39 miles per 
gallon in simulated highway driving in 
the EPA tests. 
All of the top IO were sm all foreign 
cars, but U.S. m anufacturers placed in 
the second IO virtually neck and neck 
with their foreign competitors. 
Not all m anufacturers showed the 
sam e improvements in fuel economy 
and some even managed to lose some 
miles per gallon.

Speeding charges also brought a $10 
suspended fine and a 30-day license 
Milk Price Hike 
Next For Nation? 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Federal 
officials reporting that consumer 
prices in August showed the steepest 
climb in a year say milk prices may 
rise to record levels. 
Government officials, meanwhile, 
promised not to make budget cuts at 
the expense of the poor and said they 
will not force interest rates upward. 
Among Friday’s mixed economic 
developments: 
—The I .a bor Department reported 
that the cost of living rose 1.3 per cent 
in August, the most severe increase 
since August 1973 after a 60-day price 
freeze was lifted. 
—The 
Agriculture 
Department 
announced that it is considering 
boosting by as much as 13 per cent the 
minimum prices farmers receive for 
Class I milk, the kind retailers sell. 
That could raise the cost about two 
cents a quart. Milk used for cheese, 
butter and other dairy products would 
not be affected. 
—Federal Reserve Board chairman 
Arthur Bums pledged that interest 
rates will not be forced upward. But he 
told financial leaders at a presummit 
meeting on the economy not to expect 
any major declines in interest rates. 
—Caspar Weinberger, secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, ruled 
out anti-inflation budget cuts that 
would further injure the poor, saying, 
“ Our effort will be to deliver more 
benefits at less cost to those who are 
most in need. Such sacrifices as are 
required will be borne by all our 
citizens.” 
Meats, clothing, mortgage rates and 
medical services led the list of things 


costing more last month. The August 
price surge was the second largest 
monthly increase in more than 23 
years. 
It was accompanied by a Consumer 
Price Index of 150.2, meaning goods 
and services costing $10 in 1967, the 
base year, cost $15.02. 
Also in August, real spendable 
earnings shrank ninetenths of one per 
cent to 4.1 per cent below a year ago 
and the lowest level since December 
1970. Average gross weekly earnings 
were $157.73 in August, compared with 
$146.63 a year ago. 
Grocery and nonfood items all cost 
1.5 per cent more in August. 
If the Agriculture Department 
decides to accept the proposal to pay 
farmers more for milk and the entire 
increase is passed on to consumers, 
the price of milk would surpass 
records set last spring. 
The price of milk dropped during the 
summer. The 
Bureau of Labor 
Statistics said the national average 
retail price in August was 77.5 cents 
per half gallon, compared with the 
record 80.4 cents last May. 
Weinberger said his department 
faces 
an 
“ immense 
economic 
paradox.” 
“ On the one hand, the poor, the aged 
and the sick are among the first and 
worst victims of inflation — largely on 
fixed incomes, and subjected to 
galloping health care cost increases. 
But these people depend most on the 
federal budget, he added, “ and thus 
are directly threatened by proposals to 
dampen inflation by reducing federal 
spending.” 


WASHINGTON (A P) — President 
Ford’s new press secretary 
Ron 
Nessen, 
a 
veteran 
television 
correspondent, has taken over the job 
with promises to get as much news as 
possible from the White House to the 
American people. 
He has promised not to knowingly 
mislead or lie to the White House press 
corps and says he sees no reason why a 
press secretary and the press should 
be antagonists. 
The 40-year-old Nessen, who has 
been with the National Broadcasting 
Co. since 
1962 and has covered 
presidential campaigns for 15 years, 
stepped into the $42,500 a year job left 
vacant by the resignation 12 days ago 
of veteran Detroit newspaperman 
Jerald F. terHorst. 
Ter Horst said he quit as a matter of 
conscience because he did not agree 
with the pardon of former President 
Richard M. Nixon and because he felt 
he had not been fully informed of 
actions Ford was planning to take. 
Personally introducing Nessen to the 
press in the White House briefing room 
on Friday, Ford promised him “ my 
full backing and support.” 
Nessen said he has been promised 
that he will be kept informed of what is 
going on in the White House. 
He gave these views of his new job: 
—He will not be a salesman for the 
President. “ I am not going to try to sell 
his programs to you.” 
—His job is to report the actions of 
the President, why they were taken 
and how they were arrived at. “ A 
press secretary does not always have 
to agree with the decisions of the 
President.” 
—He is “ apolitical,” and the last 


time he voted was in 1960 for John F. 
Kennedy. “ Other than that, I have no 
affiliation with any political party.” 
Nessen, who covered Ford when 
Ford was vice president, made some 
57 trips, covering more than 100,000 
miles, with Ford. When Ford became 
president, Nessen was assigned as the 
network’s White House correspondent.

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Meal Policy Adopted 
By Brooks-Yates Board 


The Mental Retardation Board of 
Brooks-Yates School today announced 
its policy for free meals and free milk 
and for reduced price meals for 
children unable to pay the full price of 
meals and milk served under the 
National School Lunch and Special 
Milk Programs. 
liocal school officials have adopted 
the following family size and income 
criteria for determining eligibility: a 
sliding scale which begins at an in­ 
come level of $2910 for free meals and 
milk for a family of one to $5640 for a 
family of four to $8810 for a family of 
eight, etc. Reduced price meals begin 
at $4080 for a family of one. 
Children from families whose in­ 
come is at or below the authorized 
levels are eligible for free meals and 
free milk or for reduced-price meals. 
In addition, families not meeting these 
criteria but with other unusual ex­ 
penses due to unusually high medical 
expenses, shelter costs in excess of 30 
per cent of income, special education 
expenses due to the mental or physical 
condition of a child, and disaster or 
casualty losses are urged to apply. 
Application forms are being sent to 
all homes in a letter to parents. 
Additional copies are available at the 
adm inistrator’s 
office. 
The 
in­ 
formation provided on the application 
is confidential and will be used only for 
the purpose of determining eligibility. 
Applications may be submitted at any 
time during the year. 
In certain cases foster children are 
also eligible for these benefits. If a 
family has foster children living with 
them and wishes to apply for such 


meals and milk for them, it should 
contact the school. 
In the operation of child feeding 
programs, 
no 
child 
will 
be 
discriminated against because of race, 
sex, color or national origin. 
Under the provisions of the policy, 
the Program Administrator will 
review applications and determine 
eligibility. If a parent is dissatisfied 
with the ruling of the official, he may 
make a request either orally or in 
writing to Dr. William A. Myers, 
Board Chairman, whos address is 560 
I^awnwood Court, Circleville, Ohio 
43113, for a hearing to appeal the 
decision. The policy contains an 
outline of the hearing procedure. A 
complete copy of the policy is on file in 
the office of Brooks-Yates School 
where it may be reviewed by any in­ 
terested party.
